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REMARKS 

This amendment is responsive to the September 25, 2006 final Office Action. Befiare this 
amendment, Claims 18-19 and 56-66 were pending. With this amendment. Claims 18, 56, 57, 60, 
and 62-65 are amended, and new Claims 67-79 are added. No new matter is added by these 
amendments. After entry of this amendment, Claims 18, 19, and 56-79 are pending for 
examination. 
Claim Amendments 

Applicants amend Claims 57 and 62 to correct the spelling of "birefringence." Applicants 
amend the antecedent basis of dependent Claims 63 and 64 to properly reflect the "plurality of 
regions'" recited in independent Claim 62. 

Applicants have fiarther amended Claims 18, 56, 57, 60, and 62-65. 
Rejected Claims 

Claims 18 and 19 are rejected as anticipated by Inaba, et al. (US 6,738,549). As described 
above. Claim 18 has been amended. Applicants respectfully submit that Inaba does not disclose at 
least all of the limitations in Claims 18 and 19, as amended, and that Claims 18 and 19 are in 
condition for allowance. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of these rejections. 

Applicants have added new Claims 67-69, which depend fi^om independent Claim 18 and 
include all the limitations of Claim 18 in addition to other limitations. Applicants respectfully 
submit that dependent Claims 67-69 are in condition for allowance. 
Allowed Claims 

Applicants thank the Examiner for allowing Claims 56-66. Applicants point out that 
Claims 56, 57, 60, and 62-65 have been amended in this paper. Nevertheless, Applicants 
respectfiiUy submit that Claims 56-66 remain in condition for allowance. 

Applicants have added new Claims 70-79, which depend fi"om certain of the allowed 
claims. Applicants respectfully submit that Claims 70-79 are in condition for allowance. 
Information Disclosure Statements

was considered by the Examiner on July 5, 2006 according to the Patent Application Information 
Retrieval (PAIR) records.
